Saturday last a council meeting 
of Mountain View M D. 810 was 
held at Olda. when the secretary 
reported that the cost of seed grain 
relief within the municipality would 
amount to about $20,000 Seed 
grain amounting to 817,073 hady 
already been distributed, and while 
wheat had practically all been dis- 
t ibuted, a considerable amount of 
cits and barley had yet to be dis- 
tributed, 

the road program was discussed, 
and while it would not be as extens- 
ive as last year, it was expected that 
about five miles of new grade would 
be built in each division Graders 
will be put to work as soon as condit- 
ions are favorable, and the same 
crew as last year will operate the 
graders This year more attention 
will be given to grading the low 
places in the roads rather than to 
grading in long stretches. 

A letter from the Department was 
read suggesting that information 
with regard to taxes in cages under 
the Farmers’ Credit Avrangement 
Act should be made uniform. The 
Board of Review has agreed that 
discounts with regard to taxes would 
be based on the Tax Consolidation 
Act A resolution was passed ap 
proving of the agreement. 

It was decided to make applica- 
tion to the Department of Agri- 
culture for the municipality to come 
under the Forage Crop Seed scheme 
for 1938, Under this scheme grass 
seed will be supplied for seeding 
land in an effort to counteract soil 
The farmer wil) pay 50% 
of the cost’ of the seed and the 
Government and municipality will 
pay the other 50%. 

Five cases were reported under 
the Farmers’ Credit Arrangements 
Act and the report of the Board of 
Review was received of two cages.

The World of Wheat. 
By 1. G. L. STRANGE 


Director ‘Crop Testing Plan.” 


A great scarcity of wheat exists! 
The world is short 500 million bush- 
els of wheat tor its consumptive 
needs! 

Such are the types of newspaper 
headlines that have appeared in 
recent months. They afford to most 
people a satisfactory reason to ex- 
plain why price bounded up from 
$100 last fall to $1.50 recently, 

During the last three weeks, how- 
ever, price has fallen some 20 cents 
a bushel. Many are wondering why 
this should be if there really exists 
such a deficiency of wheat in the 
world as the newspaper headlines 
indicate. 

The answer is that the headlines 
have given us entirely the wrong 
impression, There is no scarcity of 
wheat in the world, as most people 
understand the word ‘scarcity.” 
The truth is simply that the supplies 
available for overseas export are 
scarcer than usud@l, but are far from 
being actually deficient. 

The average world carryover on 
August Ist each year is about 600 


million bushels. On August Ist 
next the carryover will be scarcer 
than this, but will still be about 


500 million bushels, which of course 
isalotof wheat. The United States 
will have about 100 million, and 
Canada some 40 million still left 
on hand, 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Dry weather in the 
southern hemisphere -- Expected 
curtailment of Argentine exports -- 
Many complaints of unfavorable 
European weather -- Uruguay low- 
ers import duty on wheat -- Norway 
purchases Australian wheat, 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: Improved political 
situation and lessened European 
demand -- Indian government wheat 
estimate 30 million bushels above 
last year -- Expect Indian wheat 
shipments of over 10 million bushels 
by July -- US. winter wheat crop 
progresses favorably in most areas 

- Rumania permits further wheat 
exports -- Grain shipments resume 
fron Montreal -- Spring rains occur 
in Northwestern U.S. and Western 
Canada.

Voice From the Wilderness. 


The following is a story told at 
the annual meeting of the Red Cross 
Society about the supplies issued in 
one of the large drought areas by 
Mr C. F. Willis, Government Relief 
Office for the Hanna District: 


‘““[ have not a prepared epeech, 
but am just a ‘Voice from the 
Wilderness’ from the heart of the 
drought area. For the past sixteen 
months, I have been making a 
survey through this district, and in 
the course of my work have visited 
homes, sometimes where there are 
ten in a family, and I know condit- 
ions very thoroughly, and until we 
got Red Cross assistance the people 
were living in a very low-spirited 
way, thinking—‘Is there nobody 
who cares?’ 

‘They were getting assistance 
through the regular relief channels, 
but bedding and clothing were de- 
pleted, very often beds were covered 
with cowhides, and that is not one 
case but many cages, and | am giving 
you facts. JI must have seen fifty 
beds, in my survey, with cowhides 
to cover people; old overalls patched 
and quilts made out of old coats 
and dresses, all sewed together, and 
that would make up their beds. 1 
was very pleased when I got a tele- 
phone meseage one day telling what 
the Red Croes wae prepared todo, 1 
immediately got on the telephone 
and told the people what the Red 
Cioss was going to do for them—it 
just seemed to them like “Manna 
from Heaven.’ I have a Ford car, 
V-,8 and the back of it was like a 
young box car, piled full of bedding. 
Vhey would) gather round me, 
mothers would come to me and say, 
“Well, we thought it was a joke 
about Santa Claus, but we believe 
there is one now, and we believe 
there is a God after all ’ 

**Red Cross has come to our aid 
in a wonderful way. My last remark 
to you is, we do appreciate every 
effort that you have made, and 
many a mother is praying for Red 
Cross out there in my _ district 
through the effort that has been 
made,’’
